With one
hand it reached out and gathered the
hoarded treasures deep in Spanish mines

with the other it freighted Its Argosy
In Indian eeas, with gold and precious
stones; and " blest Araby" yielded Its
tribute of frankincense and myrrh..

Italy was the foster-moth- er and cradle
of our blessed religion

" Whom tbe wide natlona
Have Knelt to for the keys of heaven;"

and whether Catholic or Protestant, we
must alike subscribe to this important
historical fact. Here Paul and Peter
established tho apostolic church, which,
through the lone night of the middle
ages, survived the assaults of infidelity,
and tne tnroes 01 revolution; anu wane
the churches of Asia and the east went
down in the "blackness ot darkness,"
preserving the precious word of truth as

pearl 01 great price," ano noiomg
fast to the traditions of the fathers, it
has transmitted tbe glorious faith, souud- -
lng down the line of ages, until the Mas
ter's neraids.m every ciime.nave caught
the echoes, and now send them ringing
through the earth.

In conclusion, then, it is a subject
worthy of the highest concratnlation tn
every Italian citizen that, after a period
of fourteen hundred years, and since the
fall or the empire, nis distracted coun-
try Is once more united under our gov
ernment, aud destined, under tho wise
and beneficent administration of Victor
Emanuel and his immediate successors,
as we humbly trust, to attain to that
rank and position in tnerraiaxy 01 Htates
as United Italy, to which her geographi-
cal position, the wealth cf her resources,
the prowess and genius of her people,
and above all, the grand rait which she
bas played In the world's history entitle
her.

Hail. United Italy! youngest in the
sisterhood or States thy loyal sons and
daughters greet thee on thy accession to
the dignity of an Independent State,
and bid thee God-spee- d in a career or
usefulness and honor.

made yesterday, that the south
objects to freed men communing. It
did not. He believed, however, that if,
the work was consolidated with home
missions, it would suffer. Itev. James
A. Fifa, colored, of the Cataba presby
tery, did not want any consolidation.
He told the people In the south that he
worked under the Presbyterian church,
north, because of the great
work it was doing: if communion was
dropped the work must be dropped, and
the colored people left to their own re-
sources.

Rev. Mr.eMcCook, of Philadelphia,
urged that a committee of freedmen be
exalted into a board. It must be headed
by a man of ability, who can' give all
his time to his work. The work in .the
south, be said, was much tho. --same as
among the heathen.

Rev. J. H. Wilson thought there was
no special emergencies now calling for a
change to carry it on under the boanl of
home missions. It would necessitate a
revolution in the board. He introduced
a resolution looking to the merging of
the committee In ten, seven or five
years, and continuing the work so long.

Sr. Nelson, of Cincinnati, said
that U the committee could not
sustain the work, he favoied Dr.
Wilson's amendment. If tbe board of
home-mission- s could not do the work as
row constituted, give them another sec-
retary and let him have charge of the
work. He did not say he would not be
a candidate for the office or secretary;

but ir Henry Highland Garuetf was his
.opponent, ho thought his chances wonld
be slim indeed. 'They werv specially
called to the freedmen's work by God,
and if they neglected It they would be
criminally responsible.

Dr. Clark, of Boston presbytery, had
fprty yearfj'experlenco In the Work, and
was the first colportlur in the westiiand
said the subject or freedmen could not
be adequately cared for unless whoever
took hold of it, gave all his life and soul
toil.
